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Fly-fishing 
storyteller’s 
letters 
displayed 
at fly shop

A piece of Michigan’s rich fly-fishing 
heritage, in the form of letters between two 
friends and anglers, came to Grayling for 
Labor Day weekend. 

A number of letters, written by John D. 
Voelker to fellow writer Jim Enger, were 
displayed at the Old AuSable Fly Shop dur- 
ing the Labor Day weekend. Voelker, who 
wrote under the pen named Robert Traver, 
authored the books “Trout Madness” and 
“Trout Magic.” He is best known for his 
novel “Anatomy of a Murder,” which was 
published in 1958. The best-selling novel 
was tumed into an Academy Award nomi- 
nated film directed by Otto Preminger and 
starring James Stewart, which was released 
July 1, 1959. Duke Ellington wrote the 
music for the movie. It is critically 
acclaimed as one of the best crime tnal 
movies of all time. | 

Voelker served as Michigan State 
Supreme Court Justice for nearly two years, 
after a career as an Upper Peninsula attor- 
ney and prosecutor. He retired from the 
bench to devote his time to writing and fish- 
ing at his beloved Frenchman’s Pond. 

Enger first met Voelker in 1975, when he 
placed an order through a fly-fishing shop 
Enger operated in Farmington Hills. 

“He wanted to deal with a Michigan fly 
shop, of which there weren’t that many 
back then, rather than a catalog company,” 
Enger said. 

Enger and Voelker were both regular con- 
tributors to Fly Fisherman Magazine. 

“That was our real connection,” Enger 
said. “He invited me up to fish with him at 
his fishing camp.”

TINY BASKETS FEATURED ON 
MARTHA STEWART’S WEBSITE

The work of a Grayling artist has been 
featured on the website of internationally 
known decorator, fashion and gourmet food 
guru Maratha Stewart. 

Bernadine “Bemie” Dosch was featured 
on the Martha Stewart Living website in a 
blog for her tiny, orate baskets, which are 
small enough to fit into your hand. 

The story on Dosch was initiated by 
Rachel] Faucett, who works for Martha 
Stewart. Faucett, who is Dosch’s niece, was 
working on a project featuring collections 
of small items. 

Dosch traveled to Dallas, Ga., where she 
was interviewed for the story and the bas- 
kets were photographed by Rachel’s hus- 
band, Jonathan Faucett. Dosch’s daughter 
Ann Berglund, who is a movie producer, 
did the styling for the photo shoot. 

Dosch said the content for Martha 
Stewart’s television show and monthly 
magazine are gleaned from the website. 

“It may go further. It may die on the 
web,” she said. “I don’t know where it’s 
going, to go.” 

Dosch said she has not been a regular fol- 
lower of Martha Stewart’s multi-media 
empire before she was interviewed for the 
story on her baskets. 

“T haven’t been but I guess I’d better be,” 
she said. 

Dosch first became involved with basket- 
making under the tutelage of Cathy Hickey, 
who: moved to Grayling with her family in 
1978. In fact, it was Dosch’s husband, the 
late Dr. Paul Dosch, who initiated the idea 
to léarn basket weaving from Hickey. The 
couple’s five children, Michael, Michelle, 
Ann, Paula and Carla, also took part in the 
new hobby. 

“All of our kids did baskets,” she said. 
“It was kind of a family project.” | 

‘he interest in basket making and 
Hickey’s classes brought conventions to the 
Grayling area in the early 1980s, Out of the 
conventions, the Association of Michigan 
Basketmakers — was founded, The

Association of Michigan 
Basketmakers, which 
holds the largest conven- 
tion devoted to basketmak- 
ing in the United States, is 
still going strong as it is 
marking its 28th anniver- 
sary this year. 

Dosch_ established a 
business to sell her baskets 
in 1981, which expanded 
into to a full time occupa- 
tion and she began teach- 
ing the craft in 1982. 

Dosch first learned to 
weave the tiny, wax linen 
baskets from an Arizona 


basketmaker who made | 


baskets with a southwest 


theme. Working with the. 


wax linen cut down on the 
use of water, shavings and 
the associated mess 


involved with making reed 
baskets. - 

“It’s the same technique 
that you would use with a 
reed only it’s done with a 
string,” Dosch said. “It all 
took off from there.” 

Over the years, Dosch 
has learned from renowned 
basketmakers and 
researched the history of 
basketweaving from mas- 
ters from Japan, China and 
Egypt as well as from 
many other countries. 

Dosch sketches __ out 
plans for her baskets using 
a pencil and graph paper. It 
takes her between 40 to 60 
hours to make one of the 
tiny baskets, which are 
adorned with Venetian 
glass beads. 

A basket that Dosch

In 2006, Dosch won the 
Exceptional Merit for Art 
Award at the 25th annual 
convention for the 
Association of Michigan 
Basketmakers. Dosch had 
won awards at the conven- 
tion three years in a row as 
her devotion to making

Dosch said making the 
baskets is a relaxing, cre- 
ative outlet.

Dosch put a halt travel- 
ing the country for art 
shows and exhibitions four 
years ago. 

“When the economy 
started tanking, I just 
couldn’t afford it and | 
couldn’t get over that 
hump,” she said. 

Dosch traveled a circuit, 
which ranged from New 
Jersey to Colorado, 

“T saw a lot of the coun- 
try, but it was a lot of 
work,” she said. 

Dosch continues to teach 
jewelry making and basket 
weaving classes. Her 
orate baskets are on dis- 
play at the AuSable 
Artisan Village Art Gallery 
in downtown Grayling.

Virus risks still high in northern Michigan, experts warn

LANSING ~— Although 
temperatures are beginning 
to drop as summer winds 
down, the risk for insect- 
borne illness is still on the 
rise in northern Michigan. 

The highest risk for con- 
tracting an insect-borne ill- 
ness like West Nile or 
Eastern equine encephalitis 
occurs between August and 
early October, according to 
the Department of 
Community Health. 

“We don’t see a rise in 
cases of West Nile until 
mid-August and this year is 
up from last year a lot,” said 
Angela Minicuci, public 
information officer for 
Community Health. 

West Nile is spread by a 
mosquito species that easily 
reproduces in a warm, dry 
climate. With the little rain- 
fall Michigan has had over 
the summer, the population 
of these mosquitoes has 
risen, said Mincuci. 


More than 115 cases and — 


at least six deaths have been 
confirmed so far this year. 
In 2011, there were 34 con- 
firmed cases of West Nile. 
“These numbers are the 
highest they have been since 
West Nile was reported in 
2002 for the first time in 
Michigan,” Mincuci said. 
With most of this year’s 
cases in the southern Lower 


where you live. 


Peninsula, residents further 
north seem to have a false 
sense of security, according 
to Thomas Buss, environ- 


-mental health manager for 


the Grand Traverse County 


-Health Department. -- - 


“We are telling everyone 
to take precautions. Just 
because we have not had a 
case yet doesn’t mean that 
will not change,” Buss said. 

The case closest to 
Traverse City has been in 
Mason County. 

Cathy Goike, public 
health educator for District 
Health Department #4, said, 
“Northern Michigan is noto- 
rious for mosquitoes. If peo- 
ple take necessary precau- 
tions, we should all be 
okay.” 

The district covers 
Alpena, Cheboygan, 
Montmorency and Presque 
Isle counties. 

“West Nile seems to go 
through cycles,” Goike said. 
“Michigan will have a high 
number of cases and then 
the next year the state will 
have none.” 

Minicuci has been work- 
ing with local health depart- 
ments to give the public 
“precautionary tips” to pre- 


vent West Nile. 


“People need to empty 
any standing water in bird 
baths or gutters. This just 
creates a breeding ground. 
Second, check and make

sure window screens do not 
have any tears. Third, use 
bug repellent with DEET 
and lastly, avoid the out- 
doors at dusk and dawn,” 
she said. 

Buss also: recommends 
wearing proper clothing like 
long pants and sleeves out- 
side around dawn and dusk. 

The symptoms of Eastern 
equine encephalitis are like 
those of West Nile but much 
more severe. 

With only one case 
reported so far in Michigan 
this year, Bridget Patrick, 
communications specialist 


at the Department of 
Agriculture and Rural 
Development, said, 


“Michigan is on the right 
track.” 

One mosquito species and 
many bird species spread 
the disease. 

“The one case we have 
seen so far was in a puppy in 
Van Buren County,’ Patrick 
said. “This puppy is a sen- 
tinel animal for us and now 
we can have people become 
more aware of Eastern 
equine encephalitis.” 

Eastern equine encephalli- 
tis was first found in 
Michigan in the early 1980s, 
is rarely found in humans 
and affects mostly horses, 
said Patrick. 

“This insect-borne dis- 
ease is something most resi- 
dents do not even know

SO WHICH party came out 
ahead in the two week battle of the 
national political conventions? 

This year I was a more casual 
follower of both the Republican 
and Democratic Party conventions. 
I managed to watch most of the 
major speeches, which was a 
major struggle when the nominees 
for president are shuffled back 
until 11 p.m. or so for their accep- 
tance speeches. 

‘Only a seriously dedicated 
booster of one party or the other 
could endure everything television 
offered, which was whittled down 
to fewer hours of air time than in 
most past years. Still, for this 
home viewer, the conventions ran 
too late for comfort. 

Then listening to the political 
analysts individually or in ensem- 
ble generally was no more enlight- 
ening than the convention pro- 
ceedings in the first place. 
Following the next day’s newspa- 
per coverage could be even more 
insufficient, too. 

Recognizing those limitations, 
here’s some of my personal post 
convention reactions.

REPUBLICANS - — Ann

Who won the convention war this year? 


Romney’s talk generally was 
haited as an outstanding presenta- 
tion, and I agree. She generally 
steered clear of issues and tried to 
paint a warm and fuzzy side of her 
husband and Romney family life, 
which tended to humanize Mitt 
Romney as a candidate. 

Condoleezza Rice, former 
Secretary of State, also spoke, but 
I have no recall of what she said, 
or how she said it. 

Rep. Paul Ryan’s vice presiden- 
tial speech was more doctrinaire, 
spelling out again most of the 
ideas and plans he has talked about 
before. One of my initial reactions 
as Mr. Ryan spoke was how young 
and unseasoned he appeared. 
Compared to the other three candi- 
dates for president or vice presi- 
dent, he is. Will that help the GOP 
ticket in November, or is it a mat- 
ter of no consequence? 

Clint Eastwood’s appearance 
was a definite change of conven- 
tion pace and probably drew the 
deepest reactions, for and against. 
I thought his act was out of place, 
but probably caused no lasting 
damage. 

Sen. Marco Rubio’s nominating 
speech was run of the mill, but it 


afforded a national audience for 
what most politically tuned folks 
consider a rising star on the 
national scene ... and did not out- 
shine Mitt Romney’s later appear- 
ance. 

Gov. Mitt Romney’s acceptance 
speech was a tone or two softer 
than his usual campaign appear- 
ances, which added to the effec- 


‘tiveness of his convention address. 


He oozed sincerity and dedication, 
which is what a challenger should 
do. 

As for the rest of the Republican 
convention, either I missed what 
television offered or I found it of 
little consequence and quite for- 
gettable. 

* * * 

DEMOCRATS -— The tone of 
most Democratic speeches was 
considerably different than among 
Republicans. The theme seemed to 
be louder and prouder. 

Vice President Joe Biden, for 
example, could have given the 
same speech to auto workers in 
Michigan or retirees in Florida — 
and he probably has. But it’s a 
good political speech, and Mr. 
Biden did the words justice. 

Former Michigan Gov. Jennifer 


Granholm made a brief prime-time 


“appearance, and I had to look 


twice to confirm it really was our 
former governor. She looked so 
different, with hair blonder than it 
used to be and somehow just dif- 
ferent, more Hollywood-ish. With 
arms flailing and voice at high 
decibel, Gov. Granholm could be 
the Democratic response to Clint 
Eastwood. 

Former President Bill Clinton, 
nominating President Obama, 
spoke for almost an hour — which 
is one of his usual traits — but his 
speech was a genuine pleasure to 
hear, regardless of whether you 
agree with what he is saying. 

President Obama also is an 
excellent speaker, but on a differ- 
ent plane than Mr. Clinton. Like 
Mr. Biden’s talk, listeners must 
have felt they had heard Mr. 
Obama’s talk somewhere before, 
and they likely had. It was mostly 
regular campaign fodder, but it 
came on the TV so Jate that I like- 
ly half-slept through most of it. 

Unfortunately, 1 did not hear 
Michelle Obama’s speech earlier 
in the convention, but it received 
universally rave reviews in the 
media.

CONCLUSION -— Taken side by 
side, or week by week, as these 
two national conventions 
occurred, tends to wear out even 
the most dedicated political 
junkie. 

The Republican convention 
apparently was designed to 
humanize their candidates by 
highlighting various aspects of 
Mitt Romney and his life and his 
non political career, and if that was 
the aim, it seemed to me to suc- 
ceed. 

The Democratic convention 
apparently sought to trumpet the 
good things that Democratic rule 
of the White House has brought 
about, along with the brightening 
picture of the years ahead if Mr. 
Obama is reelected. If that was the 
aim, it seemed to me also to be 
successful. 

Under those circumstances, both 
parties did what they wanted to do. 
Both parties won.

Townships should 
restrict fireworks 


To the editor: 

My dog, Bailey and I saw 
the Public Hearing Notice 
in last week’s paper regard- 
ing the Fireworks and Anti- 
Noise Ordinance meeting 
Sept. 19, at 10 a.m. at the 
Grayling Charter Township 
Hall. I didn’t think much of 
it, but Bailey’s dogged look 
reminded me of his aver- 
sion to abrupt loud bangs 
and that I should check it 
out. 

Township office people 
gave me copies of two ordi- 
nance proposals that will be 
considered at next week’s 
meeting. One is two pages 
and allows for consumer 
fireworks on ten national 
holidays. It also allows for 
the fireworks the day before 
and the day after the holi- 
day. That’s 30 days total. 
Bailey wasn’t too keen, but 
then that’s about how it is 
now. The second document 
came from the county and 
was nine pages. Bailey 
thought it mostly doggerel 
(If you’re a dog owner, you 
know most breeds are far 
from stupid.) The nine 
pager also identifies the ten 
holidays (30 days) but goes 
on to state the following: 
“On Sundays — through 
Thursdays, consumer fire- 
works may be used up to 10 
p.m; on Fridays and 
Saturdays, consumer fire- 
works may be used up to 
midnight.” 

While Bailey's math is 
usually limited to the num- 
ber of yummer-yummers he 
can expect on any given 
day, even he quickly saw

an address and telephone number 
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the possibility of abrupt 
loud bangs every day of the 
year! Quivering uncontrol- 
lably as he does when 
frightened, I held him tight- 
ly until that endearing trust, 
that all dog lovers under- 
stand, returned. 

Bailey’s almost 10 (in 
dog years we’re about the 
same age) and loves the 
quiet solitude of rural 
Crawford County. As a 
good American dog, he 
understands the July 4th 
stuff and the necessity of 
the muffled booms and rat- 
a-tats coming from Camp 
Grayling. He’s grown 
accustomed to that. But I 
fear that even a few more 
abrupt loud bangs will be 
the death of him. He 
already takes a prescribed 
sedative for thunderstorms, 
but don’t think the vet has 
anything for sudden shock 
caused by these abrupt loud 
bangs. 

In talking to a county 
official, | was told if town- 
ships could agree on lan- 
guage, that language could 
be adapted into a county 
ordinance. I’m told the 
bottom line is that the sher- 
iff’s department cannot 
enforce varied township 
ordinances. It has to be one 
ordinance embraced by all 
townships. 

Bailey hopes that the 
townships can unite in 
restricting consumer fire- 
works to language that 
allows no more than the 10 
holidays time frame.

"Unfortunately, there are 
many today who want to 
Stress the preservation man- 
date and ignore the develop- 
ment mandate," Land said. 
"Such people, as the 
‘Cornwall Declaration’ states, 
‘mistakenly view humans as 
principally consumers and 
polluters rather than produc- 
ers and stewards.' As the dec- 
laration concludes, 
‘Consequently, they ignore 
our potential, as bearers of 
God's image, to add to the 
earth's abundance." 

The Cornwall document 
says the “tendency among 
some to Oppose economic 
progress in the name of envi- 
ronmental stewardship — is 
sadly self-defeating.” The 
statement calls for improve- 
ment of the environment 

"through the application of 
scientific and technological 
knowledge,” the encourage- 
ment of conservation based 
on private ownership rather 
than government manage- 
ment, ecological policies that 
“expand economic opportuni- 
ties for all Americans” and 
policies that protect the 
future, including job opportu- 
nidies, for “our children and 
grandchildren."

Over the years of their 
friendship, Voelker wrote 
about 80 letters to Enger. 

“He liked to keep in 
touch with his friends and 
he was a prolific letter 
writer,” Enger said. “If you 
knew him, he liked to keep 
up with what was going on 
with your life.” 

In fact, Enger received a 
letter from Voelker, who 
died on March 19, 1991, the 
day after he attended his 
funeral. 

“He was a mentor and 
really good friend,” Enger 
said, “On our many, many 
visits to the pond, our con- 
versations were wide rang- 
ing. It wasn’t just about 
fishing. It was about every- 
thing and about life.” 


America and two chapters 
of the book are focused on 
his friendship with Voelker. 

Enger, who recently 
retired as marketing direc- 
tor for Kirtland Community 
College, had nearly 20 of 
the letters he received from 
Voelker at the Old AuSable 
Fly Shop.

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State parks lure visitors with free sports, classes.

LANSING - If you want to 
know if that latest. fitness 
trend lives up to the hype, 
you can find out for free in 
Michigan’s state parks. 
They’re offering more than 
just trail running. 
Beginner kayaking, wind- 
surfing, and even stand-up 
paddle boarding — what the 
Wall Street Journal recently 
referred to as the “fitness rage 
of the summer” — are just a 
few of the classes in 
Recreation 101. The program 
is designed to get people into 
state parks. Local outfitters 
volunteer their expertise and 
gear in beginner classes that 
also include archery, disc golf 
and orienteering, 
‘If you ever wanted to try 
something outside, but you 


don’t have gear because it’s. 


expensive, or don’t have 
someone to teach you, we 
offer expert instructor to 
show you how,” said Maia 
Stephens, a Recreational 
Programmer for the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources. “The gear is pro- 
vided so you don’t have to 
worry about making an 
investment in something ‘you 
don’t know how to do.. 

“It started last year, with 
the 2011 season,” Stephens 


said, “We had 87 events and . 


4,000 people participated. 
We're offering 500 events 
this year, lt seems to be grow- 
ing quite well.” 

While Stephens supports 
the opportunities offered at 
Michigan’s state parks, other 
groups aren’t thrilled. Go Get 
Qutdoors, a group based in 
southeast Michigan, is devot- 
ed to the protection of the 
slate’s natural resources. 


Members believe the state 
parks need upkeep, not class- 
es. 

“The DNR has lost their 
focus,” said Robert Golda, an 
avid hiker and the head of Go 
Get 


Outdoors. “They’re

focused on controlling every- 
one’s recreation experience.” 

“I don’t néed them to tell 
me I should kayak,” he said. 
“If I want to go, 1’ll find my 
own group and go do it.” 

But for some outfitters, 
Recreation 10! provides 
them the opportunity to intro- 
duce their sport to new 
users.One of the bigger hits 
this summer is stand-up pad- 
dle boarding, or SUP, Paddle 
the Mitten, a southeast 
Michigan outfitter, normally 
offers a private lesson for 
$65, but offered free instruc- 
tion for Rec 101. 

“Throughout the summer 
we’ve done eight programs, 
two lessons a day,” said Linda 
Brown, stand-up paddle 
board professional and owner 
of Paddle the Mitten. And 
those classes are usually full. 

Her father inspired her vol- 
unteer efforts to bring the 
sport inland, 

“My father said, ‘You 
should look at state parks for 
something you can do in 
nature to get people on water 
to experience Michigan in a 


‘different way,’” Brown said. 


His advice matches the 
goals of Recreation 101. 

“The goal of Rec 101, ina 
way, is to get people who 
don’t normally come to the 
park to get there and see it in 
a different way,” she said. 

Brown wants to expand 
stand-up paddle boarding 
throughout the state. 

“State parks and the 
Michigan DNR are a great 
outlet for it,’ she said. “We 
can spread the word, spread 
the aloha.” 

Classes and the park 
entrance are free for residents 
with a recreation passport. 
The two-year-old passport 
program allows entry onto 
any state-owned land. Instead 
of the normal $24 a year park 
pass, people can sign up for a 
$10 recreation passport when 
they renew car registration. 

The Recreation {01 pro-

gram is an offshoot of the 
agency’s first time camper 
program to bring people back 
into the woods. 

“People were not signing 
up to go camping,” Stephens 
said, “People didn’t know 
how, and didn’t have gear. We 
provided gear, and expert 
instruction on how to set up a 
tent and start a campfire.” 

The program created return 
campers — about 22 percent 
are still camping, Stephens 
said. 

That’s the kind of success 
the DNR hopes to see with 
Recreation 101. 

The program encourages 
lifestyle and hobby changes, 
Stephens said. ‘We want peo- 
ple outside in Michigan’s 
woods and waters.” 

Recreation vs, conserva- 
tion - are they two different 
goals? 

Golda also wants people in 
the parks. He initially sup- 
ported Recreation 10! and 
was involved in several of its 
events in southeast Michigan, 
including volunteering to 
help prepare banners for its 
kick-off last summer. But a 
basic philosophical differ- 
ence between Golda and the 
program changed his attitude. 

“The banners said 
Conquering Recreation 101,” 
he said, He immediately sent 
out e-mails to the Department 
of Natural Resources explain- 
ing that he felt that the idea of 
conquering nature sent a bad 
message to the public. 

“They think we are sup- 
posed to conquer our natural 
world,” Golda said, “That’s a 
horrible lesson to teach a 
child — ‘here, go conquer that 
tree,’ 

“People ask me why hasn’t 
the DNR taken passport 
money to repair outhouses or 
potholes in a park entrance 
road.” 

Golda would rather see the 
parks maintain trails and 
remove invasive species — 
which he says is left up to 


volunteer groups like the 
Eagle Scouts. 

“Who cares if you have a 
Recreation 10! program in a 
park that’s taken over by 
invasive species. There’s a 
trail I hike to get back to a fen 
area that’s not usable any- 
more,” Golda said. “Fix that 
and I’l create my own recre- 
ational experience.” 

Stephens doesn’t see recre- 
ation and conservation as an 
either/or. 

“[ consider them very, very 
similar,” she said, “That’s a 
challenge we talk about all 
the time.” She points out that 
part of the motto of 
Michigan’s DNR includes the 
phrase “for the enjoyment of 
Michigan residents,” 

“Finding a balance, that is 
really our role,” Stephens 
said. 

The reality is that conser- 
vation takes money. 

“Everybody wants our 
resources and lands to be pre- 
served and protected forever,” 
she said. “That takes fund- 
ing.” 

People are more apt to sup- 
port parks that are a part of 
their daily lives, she said 

For Sleepy Hollow park 
ranger Tim Machowicz, the 
new programs are part of a 
grass roots effort to rebuild 
Michigan’s population of 
hunters and anglers. His park 
offers classes in archery and 


fishing. 
“It?s a next generation 
introduction,” he — said. 


“There’s not the family con- 
nection there used to be.” 

Only five people showed 
up to the park’s first archery 
class, but those numbers 
increased to 65 people at the 
second class. The most recent 
class had 45 participants. 

“We are introducing sports 
to kids,” Machowicz said. “It 
gets the whole family into the 
park.” 

For Stephens, whose disc 
golf throw improved from her 
own participation in 
Recreation 101, the goal is 
for her hands-on experiences 
with natural resources to be a 
part of the lives of all 


- Michigan residents. 


“I want them to have 
Michigan memories too,” she 
said. 

Regardless of criticism, the 
DNR has no plans to slow the 
program. Stephens reports 
that next year the focus is to 
make the parks a health and 
fitness destination. 

“We have four seasons of 
recreation opportunities if 
you are willing to hike in 
winter or get creative,” she 
said. “People sit on couch 
because they can’t afford 
sym. 

“The DNR is looking to 
partner with gyms and reha- 
bilitation facilities to offer 
more programs,” she said.

Vikings overcome early deficit, 


win 27-13 at Charlevoix 


Football team outscores Rayders 27-0 after trailing 13-0

Grayling trailed 13-0 
early during Friday’s varsity 
football game at Charlevoix

The Rayders punted on 
4th and 17, 

Grayling drove 78 yards 
on eight plays, finishing the 
possession with a seven- 
yard touchdown run by 
Jensen. The drive also 
included a 31-yard run by 
Jensen on 3rd and 6 and an 
{l-yard rush by Harris. 
With the extra point kick by 
Harris, Grayling ted 14-13 
with 6:13 left in the first 
half. 

On 3rd and 10 — the ninth 
play of the drive — Curtis 
Wilson sacked Charlevoix’s 
quarterback to force a punt. 

Grayling -— with 1:29 
remaining in the second 
period — started at its 34- 
yard line. Quarterback Jake 
Swander threw to Scout 
Tobin for 16 yards on Ist 
and 10. Swander rushed for 
eight yards. Swander com- 
pleted a pass to Tyler 
McClanahan for 33 yards on 
2nd and 2. On 4th and goal, 
Grayling missed a 30-yard 
field goal attempt.

Charlevoix punted on 4th 
and 9 and the kick went out 
of bounds at Grayling’s 17- 
yard line. The drive ended 
with a turnover on downs. 
Charlevoix took over 36 
yards from the goal line. 
The Rayders lost 10 yards 
on a fumble. They went for 
it on 4th and 14 and came up 
short. 

Grayling started at its 35- 
yard line with 5:01 left in 
regulation, On 2nd and 9, 
Jensen rushed for 29 yards. 
Three plays later, on 4th and 
8, Grayling turned the ball 
over on downs. 

On 4th and 9, in the final 
minute of the game, Scott 
Parkinson intercepted a 
Charlevoix pass attempt. 
Grayling killed the final 24 
seconds and won 27-13. 

“This was a big test for 
us,” Coach Tim Sanchez 
said. “We knew Charlevoix 
would match up well 
against our offense, and the 
elements really affected us 
more than I would have 
liked.” 

(it rained throughout the 


contest.) 

“However, Coach (Kevin) 
O’Connell dialed up another 
great defensive game plan, 
and after those early big 
plays, our defense was able 
to shut them down for the 
rest of the game. Coach 
(Eric) Tunney’s (offensive) 
line toughened up and we 
were able to pound the ball 
with our running backs. 
The fact that we were able 
to win this game by basical-

Grayling unable to score in second half in loss to Charlevoix

With the contest tied at 
22-22 in the fourth quarter, 
the visiting Charlevoix 
Rayders drove 91 yards on 
18 plays for the game-win- 
ning touchdown, giving 
Grayling its first junior var- 
sity football loss of the year.
